Foreword 


This issue of the JourNaL is devoted primarily to reporting the business of the Associa- 
tion for 1939-40, announcing the committee appointments for the coming year, and listing 
the names of the members of the Association. 

At the request of President Blanding, only a brief digest of her delightfully humorous, 
interesting, and thought-provoking “Between Us Talk” given at the two o’clock opening 
general session of the St. Louis conference on February 20, 1940, is reproduced here. 

William H. Cowley, president of Hamilton College, presented his paper on “The His- 
tory and Philosophy of Personnel Work” on February 23, 1940, at a meeting of the American 
College Personnel Association and the Teachers College Personnel Association in conjunction 
with the University, College, College of Education and Teacher Training, and Junior College 
Sections of the National Association of Deans of Women. 

Frances M. Wilson, teacher of English, Wadleigh High School of New York City, pre- 
pared the summaries of the reports which appear in this issue. Mimeographed sets of the 
full reports were presented to members at convention in partial return for their registration 
fee.

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Between Us Talk 


SARAH G. BLANDING 


At the February 1940 meeting, the 
National Association of Deans of 
Women embarked on its twenty- 
fourth annual convention. The first 
meeting was held in New York City 
in the summer of 1916, in connection 
with the summer meeting of N.E.A. 
During that first year, 50 members 
were enroled. At the first meeting, 
Kathryn McLain, who is now Mrs. 
Ellis L. Phillips, was elected presi- 
dent. Through all the Association’s 
life, Mrs. Phillips has been a loyal 
friend and we more than once have 
been the recipient of her unfailing 
generosity. From a membership of 
50 that first year, we have grown to 
a membership of 1,011 in 1939. That 
is not a phenomenal increase but the 
growth has been steady and fairly 
consistent. As I look back over the 
years, I am convinced that our growth 
may be laid to two factors: the first, a 
high sense of professional loyalty 
among the members of our profes- 
sion; and the second, a group of de- 
voted officers, committee chairmen, 
and members. 

Kathryn McLain Phillips served 
the Association for four years and re- 
linquished the presidential chair to 
Mina Kerr in 1920. That was before 
my day although I sometimes feel I 
am the oldest living member of the 
Association. I am sure that part of 
our soundness can be traced to Miss 
Kerr’s presidency. Nor did I know 
Mary Ross Potter who succeeded 
Miss Kerr. She must have been one 
of God’s chosen from the beautiful 


stories I have heard of her. The first 
president I knew was Miss Agnes 
Wells whose administration bridged 
the years 1923-25. I have always had 
a great respect and a deep affection 
for her. Miss Wells was followed by 
Miss Purington who resigned because 
a leave of absence took her out of the 
country. 

In the language of one of my old- 
est and dearest friends, “I swell up fit 
for to bust,” whenever I think of 
Miss Dorothy Stimson, president 
from 1926-29, because she cut at least 
one eye tooth in Kentucky when she 
served as dean of women and profes- 
sor of history at Transylvania College 
in Lexington—the oldest college west 
of the Alleghenies. I should add that 
the University of Kentucky sometimes 
wishes that Transylvania would live 
down being the oldest college west of 
the Alleghenies, but I suppose it 
never will. 

Miss Thyrsa Amos was president 
from 1929-31. She has served the 
Association in numerous capacities 
and always with distinction and honor. 
Alas, alack, our next president, Miss 
Florence Root was shot right through 
the heart by cupid’s arrow and before 
you could say “scat,” she had deserted 
the presidency for a husband. And the 
vice president, Agnes Ellen Harris, 
was left holding the bag. As if that 
were not enough, the depression set- 
tled itself down for a good long rest, 
banks closed, and the Democrats won 
an election. Nothing daunted, Miss 
Harris fell to and the sheer force of 
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her warm, sunny disposition brought 
comfort to our hearts. 

Now I come to the real babes in 
arms. First Miss Irma E. Voigt, 
admired and respected throughout the 
membership of this Association, and 
second Miss Harriett M. Allyn. I 
am not going to say anything about 
Miss Allyn except to tell you that I 
knew I could not possibly compete 
with her good stories, and so I have 
wondered all year what I could do to 
hold up my end of the performance. 
With my physical education training 
back of me, I decided I might try to 
wield the gavel as effectively, but 
then I remembered that one bang of 
hers which brought you bolt upright 
and I have even worried about my 
ability to compete there. 


CooPpERATION 


But the strength of an Association 
does not lie wholly with its presidents. 
It is true that a president, particularly 
in the early years when there was no 
executive secretary, did carry the ma- 
jor responsibility for the Association’s 
program and policies. But she could 
never have done it alone. If it had 
not been for the loyal cooperation and 
fine performance of the committees, 
both standing and special, the Asso- 
ciation would have been far less well 
off. Over and over again I am amazed 
at the time both chairmen and com- 
mittee members take from their al- 
ready busy lives to do a piece of work 
for the Association. My amazement 
is no less great at the amount of 
money these members spend out of 
their own pockets in performing their 
obligations to the Association. Take 
for instance a meeting of the board 
of N.A.D.W. which was held this 
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year in New York. As you know, 
there is no money in the budget for 
such traveling expenses and yet we 
were able to have eight of the 12 
members of the executive board pres- 
ent. Or take a meeting of the 
C.G.P.A. Several of our representa- 
tives have spent considerable sums of 
money attending those meetings. I 
wish that the Association were strong 
enough financially to assume some re- 
sponsibility for committee meetings 
and incidental expenses connected 
with the business of the Association, 
but as it is not, I think somehow we 
should manage to show our apprecia- 
tion for the good work and loyal 
services which these members so gen- 
erously give to the Association. I do 
not know how we can do it except by 
thanking them publicly from this 
platform, and individually as you 
read their reports. 


FINANCIAL SUPPORT 


This matter of adequate financial 
resources for the Association is one of 
great moment. Our finances, like our 
membership, have improved steadily. 
In 1919-20 the money collected for 
dues was $59.60; in 1923-24 the 
amount received was $1,454.10; in 
1924-25 it had risen to $2,020.00. In 
1929 the amount collected from dues 
was $4,821.00 and other sources of 
income increased our holdings to 
$6,591.64. In May of last year we 
invested $1,425.00 of our life mem- 
bership funds in United States bonds 
and by so doing I suppose we became 
a capitalist of sorts. The treasurer 
will present a budget approaching 
the $7,000.00 mark this year. It is 
a far cry from $59.60 to $7,000.00 
but there are still crying needs for 
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money. As Miss Heath expressed it 
in a letter to me recently, we need 
money “to carry on as a going con- 
cern.” Considering the program we 
are carrying, we are decidedly under- 
financed; this program includes pub- 
lishing a Journat four times a year, 
publishing the Guide to Guidance; 
publishing occasional special mono- 
graphs; it includes holding one large 
convention and one small one each 
year; it includes individual services 
to members, chiefly in the form of let- 
ters to persons asking for informa- 
tion. The money for one additional 
staff member, preferably a person 
with professional training who could 
take over this information service, 
would make a tremendous difference 
in this type of service to our members. 

You will remember that Miss Al- 
lyn, in her report last year, suggested 
a headquarters staff of five persons. 
If we wish to expand to any such 
number, it certainly will be necessary 
to triple our income. If we actually 
desire to expand our services, that 
number is no more unthinkable than 
one staff member would have been to 
those who were running the Associa- 
tion in 1919-20 on $59.60. Although 
it is possible to appeal to individuals 
or foundations for additional money, 
the probability of success in that area 
is small. There has been a suggestion 
that dues be raised or a larger regis- 
tration fee be charged, to both of 
which I think I am unalterably op- 
posed. Basically I think the matter 
depends on increasing our member- 
ship, and in this connection, I should 
like to mention the excellent work 
done by the regional contact commit- 
tee. Under the leadership of the vice 
president of the Association, this com- 
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mittee has spurned high pressure 
salesmanship and has proceeded along 
the path of sound educational policy. 
The high water mark in membership 
of 1011 for last year is due in no small 
part to the work of this committee. 

Another committee which needs 
both professional assistance and funds 
is publications. We have been un- 
usually fortunate in the editors of our 
Journat. The excellent quality of 
the articles appearing there attests to 
the several abilities of its editors as 
well as the writers. But I suppose 
that we should not expect to continue 
publishing it on a voluntary editorial 
basis indefinitely. If this is so, here 
you have one very pressing need for 
additional financial support. Nor is 
the publications committee the only 
one needing money. There is the re- 
search committee which if it had a 
paid worker could direct and produce 
valuable studies of a much needed 
sort —for instance this committee 
might direct a study of the training 
deans have and that which they need 
or what is a desirable personnel set-up 
for different types and sizes of insti- 
tutions. These and numerous other 
studies might be made. 


N.E.A. 


And now I want to speak to you for 
a few minutes about our affiliation 
with other organizations. I take great 
pride in the fact that we are a division 
of the largest and greatest educational 
body in existence today—the National 
Education Association. There is some- 
thing thrilling in belonging to an or- 
ganization which counts among its 
members educators of every rank in 
our school system from the pre-school 
to the college level. Certainly those

of you who have followed the reports 
of the Educational Policies Commis- 
sion of the N.E.A. have been grati- 
fied at the attempt to make education 
a living, vital part of our democratic 
system. If education fails, democracy 
will fail. Just so far as we succeed in 
making education effective, will we 
succeed in strengthening that system 
of government which represents the 
way in which we want this country to 
live and develop. And so our afhlia- 
tion with that body of educators which 
represents all phases of our educa- 
tional system is a matter of great 
pride to us. 

The material advantages which we 
as an Association gain by being a De- 
partment of the N.E.A: far outweigh 
anything which we in turn have been 
able to give to it. We have an office 
in an excellent building in Washing- 
ton, we have telephone service, and 
the finest cooperation from N.E.A. 
officials. Those of you who have had 
letters from Miss Heath must have 
realized that the appearance of these 
letters was much improved. The rea- 
son is that the N.E.A. has supplied us 
with two new typewriters. This year 
the N.E.A. has signified its willing- 
ness to undertake a few simple studies 
for our Association. Over and over 
again, we gain by being a Department 
of the N.E.A. and I hope that we ap- 
preciate the advantages which this 
affiliation brings us and that we in 
turn will show our loyalty and inter- 
est in the N.E.A. by complying with 
the regulations which it sets up for 
Departments. 

One of the obligations of individual 
members of the various Departments 
is that they shall be members of the 
parent organization. The N.E.A. has 


been exceedingly generous in not 
pressing us too hard about this mat- 
ter. Membership in the N.E.A. is 
$2.00 a year and I wish that those of 
you who do not belong would con- 
sider it and that you would take up 
membership. Only about half of our 
members belong to the N.E.A. and 
that is not a record of which we should 
be proud. Even if the Journal of the 
N.E.A. were not as good as it is, I still 
maintain that because we are teachers 
and advisers, there is a professional 
code of ethics which imposes upon us 
the obligation of belonging to the na- 
tional organization which is trying to 
advance all levels of education in this 
country. Probably those of you who 
are here today do belong. You are 
probably like the people who go to 
church and who need the exhortations 
of the minister less than those who 
stay away but if you do happen to be 
one of the sinners, I feel called upon 
to try to bring you into the fold. 


C.G.P.A. 


In 1935 we also became affiliated 
with the American Council of Guid- 
ance and Personnel Associations. I 
am glad to say that the name has been 
changed to the Council of Guidance 
and Personnel Associations. Do you 
remember the haggling and wrangling 
that preceded our entrance in that or- 
ganization? Do you recall the discus- 
sions pro and con about whether to 
join or not to join? Do you recall 
now the expressed fear that we would 
lose our identity and be swallowed up 
in a super-state directed by men? 
That was in 1935. In 1940, we have 
not been swallowed up and I think | 
may say that we have played a major 
role in whatever good has come out 
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of this cooperative enterprise. I think 
I can report to you, too, that the As- 
sociation is not looked upon with the 
kind of suspicion that was evident at 
first and that our leadership in the 
Council has been so wise that we very 
definitely have left the imprint of 
N.A.D.W. and its philosophies upon 
the policies of the Council. It is im- 
portant for the membership to be in- 
formed about the Council and its 
policies. There are great potentialities 
for good in this Association and while 
the pace in accomplishing some of the 
objectives may seem slow, it, never- 
theless, is well to remember that 
evolutionary progress is always slow. 
While holding steadfastly to our basic 
beliefs and principles, we must not be 
too jealous of our prerogatives. In 
some respects, the status of personnel 
work and the status of personnel 
groups at the present time is similar to 
the international anarchy which exists 
between nations. If nations had been 
willing to cooperate fully and gener- 
ously 20 years ago, the world might 
today be a more peaceful place in 
which to live—to say nothing of the 
gain which might have come to civi- 
lization. Similarly, if there are to be 
gains in this thing we call personnel 
work, we must cooperate with and un- 
derstand other agencies working at 
similar tasks. 

There is one matter that has to do 
with both of these affiliations—that 
with the N.E.A. and that with the 
Council. There are now about 1200 
people who attend the meetings dur- 
ing convention week. As you have 
realized, no doubt, we are overshad- 
owed by the greater meeting follow- 
ing us. From time to time it has been 
suggested that the organizations mak-

ing up the Council should meet in a 
different city and at a different time. 
I should like to know what you think 
of this plan. There are definite ad- 
vantages and disadvantages to us on 
both sides of the question. I wish you 
would turn this question over in your 
minds and let me or some member of 
the executive committee have your 
judgment. 


YoutH Groups 


I should like to say a few words 
now about youth groups. You know, 
of course, that we have been repre- 
sented on the national council’ and on 
the resident board? of the American 
Youth Congress. Recently there has 
been some criticism of the Association 
for sending representatives to these 
groups. Such criticism seems to me to 
be unfounded, unenlightened, and 
unintelligent. Floyd W. Reeves, 
director of the American Youth Com- 
mission, is right when he says in the 
preface of Youth — their Jobs, their 
Health, their Schooling,> “What the 
youth of America think and do is of 
supreme importance to all of us. We 
want them to uphold and strengthen 
our democracy—but we will have to 
show them and give them a democ- 
racy that works. We want them to 
look to the future with courage and 
hope and spiritual strength—but we 
must show them a real future that 
offers something to work for and be- 
lieve in.” 

How better can we fail them than 
to refuse to advise and guide their

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thinking about such matters as unem- 
ployment, special privilege, educa- 
tion? I hope we will always have a 
representative at the American Youth 
Congress meetings as long as there is 
such a body, just as I hope we will 
continue to have representatives to 
other organizations such as the Presi- 
dents’ Committee of 50 on College 
Hygiene, the Alliance for Guidance 
of Rural Youth, the Student Govern- 
ment Associations. 


CONVENTION 


Now for some matters close at 
hand. In an attempt to let you have 
as much information about the con- 
ference as possible, we mailed you the 
complete program which should have 
reached you at least two weeks before 
convention. This matter of mailing 
out the programs is an expensive busi- 
ness. There is no doubt about it and 
I am not sure that it is worth the can- 
dle. However, I thought that you 
would like to see the entire program, 
not just that which formerly has been 
published in the Journat. By hav- 
ing the program two weeks or so in 
advance, you could sit down in some 
quiet moment and red pencil the parts 
in which you were most keenly inter- 
ested, thereby helping you to map out 
your time in St. Louis more effec- 
tively. 

We also have gone back to a pre- 
convention registration. This year 


141 persons took advantage of the 
opportunity to register before con- 
vention and I hope you felt that reg- 
istration was an improvement over 
some previous years. 


The program stands for itself. No- 
body but Miss Lloyd and God knows 
how much work went into its making 
although some of us on the fringe 
have definite ideas on the subject. I 
think it is a fine program but I may 
be a little prejudiced. I do know that 
in all my years of working with people 
and programs and meetings, I have 
never had such fine cooperation both 
from the chairman who has arranged 
the general meetings and who has co- 
ordinated the whole program, and 
from the section chairmen who have 
developed their own programs. 

So that you might feel yourself a 
definite part of the Association, I 
have wanted you to be familiar with 
its internal operation as well as with 
its outward and visible signs. I want 
you to feel that the Association is 
more than an annual meeting, that it 
is more than the Journat which ar- 
rives four times a year. I want you 
to know what is going on within the 
Association, what some of its prob- 
lems are, and something of its accom- 
plishments. There must not be any 
suggestion of a closed corporation 
about the National Association of 
Deans of Women. 
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The History and Philosophy of Student Personnel Work 


W. H. COWLEY 


In this paper, I wish to review 
the long and the eminently respect- 
able history of personnel work in 
higher education over the past five or 
six centuries. If I can, I should also 
like to stimulate a wider interest in 
the philosophy which underlies per- 
sonnel work. Most of us are so busy 
with our specialized and exacting jobs 
that we have little time to explore 
either the historical or the philo- 
sophical backgrounds from which we 
operate. We are prone, therefore, to 
accept the uninformed judgments of 
our academic colleagues that we are a 
new group in higher education and 
that, thus, we must stand aside and 
defer to the pure academician. 

With this point of view I take de- 
cided issue. Personnel people have 
been at work in the colleges and uni- 
versities of the world longer than al- 
most any variety of professor that can 
be named. Professorships in botany, 
economics, English literature, French, 
German, political science, psychology, 
and zoology—and, indeed, almost all 
professorships in existence today— 
have been established more recently 
than the basic personnel jobs which 
you in this audience are carrying 
forward in American colleges and 
universities. Only professorships of 
theology, law, and medicine are older. 

This may seem to you to be a brash 
statement, but here are the facts. The 
first professor of botany to be ap- 
pointed in this country began his work 
at Rensselaer Polytechnic Institute in 
1824; economics and political science 
Were not separated until 50 years ago, 


and Harvard appointed its first pro- 
fessor of economics in 1892; the 
teaching of English literature as a 
subject by itself is a relatively new 
enterprise, and such a forward-look- 
ing institution as Wesleyan didn’t 
establish a professorship with that 
title until 1890; no professor of 
French appeared in this country until 
1816 at Harvard, and it was not until 
the eighties and the nineties that the 
teaching of French was finally con- 
sidered to be academically respectable; 
German had its first professorship in 
an American institution of higher edu- 
cation in 1825—also at Harvard, and 
many institutions waited for 50 years 
to follow this example; the first sys- 
tematic instruction in political science 
offered at Harvard was organized in 
1874, and most institutions started 
such instruction later; no professor of 
psychology existed anywhere in the 
world until G. Stanley Hall started 
the teaching of psychology, indepen- 
dent of philosophy, at Johns Hopkins 
University in 1882; zoology was not 
given a professorship until 1871 al- 
though the famous Harvard profes- 
sor, Louis Agassiz, had the title of 
professor of zoology and geology in 
1847. These are but a few of the 
examples that can be given to demon- 
strate the fact that most of our pres- 
ent academic positions are relatively 
new. 

On the other hand, personnel offi- 
cers with such titles as regent, proctor, 
warden, and dean have been working 
in the colleges and universities of the 
world since their original organization 
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in the middle ages. These men, just 
as the men and women in personnel 
work today, were concerned with the 
extra-instructional lives of students 
rather than with their academic work 
per se. They were responsible for 
student housing, food-services, schol- 
arships, part-time employment, disci- 
pline, student social life, and indeed, 
for the whole range of activities which 
we call personnel work and which we 
today undertake with the newer tech- 
niques that psychological, educational, 
and sociological research have pro- 


duced. 


In view of these facts it is interest- 
ing to speculate why it is that person- 
nel people as well as most professors 
labor under the opinion that person- 
nel work is a new development in edu- 
cation. During recent years I have 


spent considerable time looking into 
this question, and it seems to me that 
the misconception can be explained by 


three historical facts. First, a hiatus 
developed in personnel work during 
the middle of the nineteenth century 
which broke the continuity of the past 
and the present; second, during this 
period personnel work was considered 
to be a necessary evil and continued 
to be so considered until psychological 
research produced the generalizations 
and the techniques which today give it 
body and substance; and third, per- 
sonnel work did not become a self- 
conscious movement until the end of 
the second decade of this century. 


These three explanations seem to 
me to be of such basic importance that 
I use them as the frame within which 
I should like to weave a discussion of 
the history and philosophy of person- 
nel work. 
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Tue Hiatus Durinc THE MippDLE 
OF THE NINETEENTH CENTURY 


Until the middle decades of the 
last century all American higher edu- 
cation took its inspiration from the 
philosophy that education relates to 
the development of the whole man 
rather than to the training of his mind 
alone. This had been the only phi- 
losophy of education everywhere in 
the world until the middle of the 
eighteenth century, and it continued 
in vogue in England and America for 
another century. 

Everyone took it for granted that 
education had to do with the whole 
man; and since education and educa- 
tion-for-the-whole-man were synony- 
mous, no word or phrase was needed 
to distinguish the latter from the for- 
mer. For 70 or 80 years this has no 
longer been true in American higher 
education, and so today we talk about 
the personnel point of view, and two 
years ago I made so bold as to coin the 
noun holoism and the adjective holo- 
istic from the Greek word holos, 
meaning whole, as shorter and more 
readily-usable terms to mean the same 
thing." 

Holoism is the philosophy of per- 
sonnel work. It asserts that education 
is and must be concerned with the 
whole man—with his mind to be sure, 
but also with his social, physical, emo- 
tional, and spiritual development. 
The opposing philosophy has been 
called intellectualism by its propo- 
nents. Intellectualism asserts that 
education must devote all its energies 
to the minds of students, that it can 
not waste its time, resources, and

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efforts upon the time-honored objec- 
tives to which personnel work gives 
allegiance and to which all education 
was committed until the relatively 
recent past. 

In the old days every administra- 
tive officer, every professor, and every 
student took it for granted that the 
college was holoistic. Intellectualism 
had not yet been born. It is interest- 
ing to review the reasons for its birth. 
Among half a score or more, four 
seem to be more important than the 
others, and I should like to review 
each of them: first, the secularization 
of education; second, the rise of in- 
terest in scholarship and research to 
an intensity more powerful than at 
any time during the history of the 
world; third, the development of a 
specialization; and fourth, the grow- 
ing disdain of administrators and pro- 
fessors for the chores associated with 
old-time personnel work and with the 
holoistic philosophy. 

The secularization of education— 
The historical sanctions of all educa- 
tion have been essentially religious. 
Continental universities, for various 
reasons, abandoned these sanctions 
during the eighteenth century, but 
British and American institutions of 
higher education continued to operate 
under them until the middle decades 
of the last century. College presi- 
dents and professors were almost all 
clergymen, and they were as much in- 
terested in the souls and the social 
stability of their students as in their 
minds. Thus, they insisted not only 
upon religious instruction but also 
upon the cultivation of their charges 
in morals and manners. This had been 
the scheme of things for centuries 
and remained the dominant philoso- 
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phy until secular superseded religious 
influences on all educational levels. 

Before 1900 or soon thereafter, 
practically all the older institutions of 
the country, for reasons too detailed 
to be enumerated and discussed here, 
gave up or ignored their religious ties. 
Meanwhile state and municipal insti- 
tutions arose in large numbers, and 
since they were publicly-supported 
they gave no allegiance to religion. 
Simultaneously a number of strong 
universities, owing allegiance neither 
to church nor state—Johns Hopkins, 
Clark, and Stanford among others— 
rose to prominence and contributed 
powerfully to secularization. The 
movement grew so strong that today 
American education is preponderantly 
secular, and even the denominational 
colleges are essentially non-religious 
despite the public addresses of their 
presidents. 

Regardless of how one may feel 
about the desirability of secular edu- 
cation, it seems to be certain that holo- 
ism waned as the colleges dropped 
their religious emphasis. While edu- 
cators continued to be interested in 
the souls of students, of necessity they 
were holoistic. Their interpretations 
of holoism left much to be desired, 
but limited or not, they were the 
guardians of the holoistic philosophy. 
With the waning of religious motiva- 
tions, holoism waned too. 

The rise of intensive scholarship 
and research—Secularization became 
a fact not only because of the limited 
concepts of organized religion but 
also because of the growth of the sci- 
entific point of view and the resulting 
demand of leading thinkers that the 
colleges and universities contribute to 
the expansion of knowledge. Since 
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the days of Galileo and Kepler, scien- 
tific research slowly had been growing 
from infancy to puberty, and during 
the last decades of the eighteenth cen- 
tury and the first decades of the nine- 
teenth it burst upon the world as a 
dynamic if not cyclonic adolescent 
ambitious to make over the world. 


British, French, and American in- 
stitutions of higher education largely 
ignored this new and vigorous ban- 
tling, but for various reasons German 
universities welcomed him with en- 
thusiasm, 2nd from the middle of the 
eighteenth century onward gave him 
the place of honor. The ferment at 
work in Germany soon attracted world 
attention and brought eager young 
scientists to her universities from 
every civilized nation of the world 
and particularly from the United 
States. While the British and the 
French were lolling leisurely in their 
literary studies, the Germans were 
stealing a major march on them and 
were making German universities the 
intellectual center of Europe and 
therefore of the world. 


Young Americans literally swarmed 
to Germany from the 1850’s onward 
following the path made for them by 
Ticknor and his fellows in 1815. They 
continued until the first World War, 
and they brought back with them not 
only training in the sciences but also 
devotion to intellectualism. 


German universities long since had 
given up holoism both because of the 
earlier secularization of higher educa- 
tion and because of the feverish en- 
thusiasm of her professors for the 
expansion of the boundaries of knowl- 
edge. So intent were they upon inves- 
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tigating nature with the new scientific 
tools which had been and were being 
developed that they had no time to 
be interested in students as people. 
Those who came to study under them 
were expected to be mature individu- 
als capable of managing their own 
lives without the assistance of profes- 
sors. Thus freed of concern for the 
souls, morals, and manners of stu- 
dents, the professor could devote all 
his time to his own fascinating intel- 
lectual pursuits. 


The impact of German intellectual- 
ism upon the holoistic American col- 
lege constitutes a stirring melodrama 
which is worthy of more attention 
than it has been given or can be given 
here. Suffice it to say that intellec- 
tualism won out and brought about 
the disdain for students as individuals 
which dominates the thinking of the 
great majority of professors even to 
this day. 


The development of specialization 
—Specialization is the natural child 
of intellectualism. Some intellectual- 
ists call it a bastard and disown it, 
but the fact is that the expansion of 
knowledge brought about its segmen- 
tation into smaller and smaller divi- 
sions with a corps of professors 
working in each division. Dean Emer- 
itus Slichter of the University of Wis- 
consin has described the resulting 
situation: “We not only have ‘chem- 
ists,’ we have ‘colloid’ chemists. We 
not only have ‘colloid chemists,’ we 
have ‘inorganic colloid chemists.’ We 
not only have ‘inorganic colloid chem- 
ists,’ we have ‘areosol inorganic col- 
loid chemists.’ We not only have 
‘areosol inorganic colloid chemists,’ 
we have ‘high temperature areosol 
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inorganic chemists,’ and so on indefi- 
nitely.”” 

Everyone believes in specialization, 
of course, and the dispute is about 
when specialization shall begin rather 
than whether or not it is desirable. 
As personnel workers, we are special- 
ists, and within our specialty we recog- 
nize the necessity for a number of 
sub-specialties. Our concern here, 
however, is with the relationship of 
specialization to holoism. The rela- 
tionship has not been entirely happy. 
Specialization has been one of the in- 
fluences which has been battering the 
personnel movement. This need not 
be so, but it seems to have been and 
to be the fact. Specialization came 
upon higher education with such an 
insistent rush that its enthusiasts 
could not be bothered with holoism. 
The best illustration of this seems to 
me to have been the inhumanity of 
the elective system, one of the chief 
instruments of specialization. The 
elective system and the comparable 
group system came into existence to 
meet an insistent need of society and, 
therefore, of education. President 
Eliot and his compeers, however, did 
not support it with adequate counsel- 
ing; and thus students were allowed 
to run wild or to enter upon special- 
ized study without the protection of 
review of their complete educational 
needs. Had holoism been in the good 
graces of President Eliot, the ram- 
pages of specialization might have 
been controled. Unfortunately they 
were not controled, and specializa- 
tion became the ally of intellectualism. 

The disdain for personnel work— 
These three influences—seculariza-

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tion, intensive scholarship and re- 
search, and specialization—produced 
the disdain for students as individuals 
which is the essence of intellectualism. 
The specific job of the college,’ say 
the intellectualists, is to educate the 
student intellectually. It has no con- 
cern with him outside of class. The 
professor’s interest in the student is 
concentrated upon his mind. To be 
interested in him personally he calls 
“coddling” and “spoon-feeding.” It 
“makes a man of a student” to let him 
fight his battles unaided. 

It is, of course, common knowledge 
that this intellectualistic philosophy 
took over the control of higher educa- 
tion during the middle of the nine- 
teenth century and has held it ever 
since. The control, fortunately, has 
not been complete, else we should not 
be here today to talk about holoism. 
Nevertheless, most of us will agree 
that there are more intellectualists in 
higher education today than holoists. 
The trend is swinging back again, but 
it will be a long while before intellec- 
tualism is at neap tide. In education 
one must think in terms of centuries 
and the flow our way is but 20 years 


old. 


PERSONNEL Work As A NECESSARY 
Evi 


During their heyday from 1870 
until 1920 the intellectualists were 
not able to kill personnel work. It 
had flourished since the middle ages 
and would not be murdered outright. 
Someone had to manage the dormi- 
tories and the commons since the 
efforts to abolish them were not en- 
tirely successful. Someone had to 
handle student discipline, and since 
college presidents came to abhor the 
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job, the ancient office of dean was re- 
established, first at Harvard and then 
universally. Someone had to admin- 
ister scholarships and loans, and the 
job was given to faculty committees. 
As the colleges grew larger, someone 
had to confer with students about their 
programs of studies and so faculty 
advisory systems were organized. 

All down the line personnel ser- 
vices were kept alive, but they were 
put on starvation rations and suffered 
the sneers and the taunts of the new- 
type professor who knew thing of 
the old days and cared less. Even the 
men who handled these abbreviated 
personnel services disliked or apolo- 
gized for their jobs. They saw that 
they were not in the current of the 
dominant ideology, and most of them 
did their work grudgingly or at least 
without enthusiasm. For about 50 
years almost everyone in higher edu- 
cation considered personnel work to be 
a necessary evil, and more than that, 
an evil which should be kept at a 
minimum. 


Tue Rist oF PERSONNEL WorkK AS A 
Se_r-Conscious MovEMENT 


I, of course, have simplified—per- 
haps over-simplified — the situation 
during the years from 1870 to 1920, 
but in broad outlines it seems to me to 
be sound. In any event, a number of 
reactions set in which produced the 
personnel movement as a conscious 
effort to protect and promote holoism 
in our colleges and universities. I cite 
three of these reactions as the most 
important of a fairly large number. 

First, the protest of the humanita- 
rians —the remonstrances of those 
sensitive people who deplored sink- 
or-swim intellectualism and insisted 


that all education should be kept hu- 
man; second, the efforts of the ad- 
ministrators who saw that something 
had to be done to meet the insistent 
extra-instructional problems that de- 
veloped because of the growth of the 
colleges and because of the flight of 
students from intellectualistic profes- 
sors into extra-curricular activities; 
and third, the development of applied 
psychology particularly as it related 
to the measurement of individual dif- 
ferences in intellectual capacities and 
personal characteristics. 

The humanitarians—The humani- 
tarians in personnel work constitute 
one of our largest groups of people. 
Most deans of men, deans of women, 
vocational counselors, and placement 
officers—to name a few examples— 
seem to me to have come into person- 
nel work chiefly because of humani- 
tarian impulses. They have brought 
to the profession most of its warmth, 
a good many of its basic insights, and 
practically all of the urge to assist 
vital, zestful adolescents to richer, 
fuller lives. So important have been 
their contributions to personnel work 
that the background of humanitarian- 
ism must be briefly reviewed. 

Nothing, in my judgment, contrib- 
uted more during the nineteenth cen- 
tury tothe spiritual growth of America 
than did the humanitarian move- 
ment. This seems to me to be true 
even though such humanists as Irving 
Babbitt and Norman Foerster look 
down and, indeed, hold their noses at 
it. Developing from the enlighten- 
ment and the belief in the inherent 
goodness of man, the humanitarians 
opposed the concept of natural de- 
pravity. Thus motivated they set 
about, early in the 1820’s, to remake 
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American life so that human rather 
than theological and material values 
would be paramount. Following the 
thinking of Channing, Parker, Alcott, 
and Emerson, they scrutinized and 
attempted to reform every depart- 
ment of social endeavor. Some of 
them, under the leadership of Gar- 
rison and Phillips, attacked slavery. 
Some went after the liquor traffic and 
prepared the way first for the tem- 
perance movement and then for pro- 
hibition. Some deplored the 12 hour 
working day for women and children 
and contributed much to the enact- 
ment of protective legislation for 
labor. Others worked for the educa- 


-tional equality of girls and young 
women, for the education of the blind 
and the deaf, for prison reform, for 
humane treatment of the insane, and 
for a score of other basic reforms in 


our social institutions. 

A good many of them went into 
schools and colleges, and they had 
much to do with the development of 
democratic education. Horace Mann 
and Henry Barnard are outstanding 
examples. These two men and many 
of their contemporaries owed their in- 
spiration to the humanitarian impetus, 
and their successes were possible 
chiefly because the humanitarian point 
of view had come to control the think- 
ing of the majority of thoughtful 
Americans. 

The humanitarians in higher edu- 
cation largely were responsible for the 
development of coeducation, and 
when coeducation became a fact in 
the middle-west, women in the hu- 
manitarian tradition became precep- 
tresses, dormitory house mothers, and 
deans of women. They had a great 
deal to do with the rise of the extra- 
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religious programs of the Y.M.C.A. 
and the Y.W.C.A. They saw the need 
of helping students find jobs when 
they finished their college work, and 
so they urged administrators to set up 
placement offices and, later, vocational 
counseling services. They learned 
about the need of mental hygiene, and 
in large numbers they became lay 
members of mental hygiene organi- 
zations and used their influence to 
promote mental hygiene among col- 
lege students. Indeed, in dozens of 
spots in higher education they sought 
to counteract the impersonalism 
which had been produced by intellec- 
tualism. 

For various reasons the humani- 
tarians no longer are a distinct group 
in American life. They have broken 
up into hundreds of small groups, and 
unfortunately, most of the present 
generation know little of the rich 
heritage from which they work. In- 
deed, most of this group in personnel 
work do not even know that they-are 
humanitarians and that they are the 
present-day exponents of a powerful 
and important social philosophy. 
Most of them go about their jobs in 
unfortunate ignorance of their basic 
springs of action. Shut off in this 
fashion from an understanding of the 
source and nature of their drives, they 
are much less effective in their work 
than they properly should be. 

The administrators—The second of 
the three groups in personnel work 
are the administrators. These men 
and women have come into the per- 
sonnel field to fill the new types of 
jobs that sprang up with the growth 
of higher education: jobs of all sorts 
—in placement, dormitory manage- 
ment, counseling of all varieties, 
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deaning, supervising extra-curricular 
activities, etc. Essentially these men 
and women are not humanitarians. 
They have been appointed to do in- 
sistent jobs which have to be done, 
and they test their effectiveness large- 
ly in terms of administrative efficiency 
rather than in terms of the human 
qualities that stir the efforts and the 
imagination of those who are impelled 
by humanitarian motives. 

This is not to be construed as a 
criticism of our personnel brethren 
who have come into the field via the 
administrative route. They are per- 
forming important services, and they 
represent a point of view that has 
large utility in the development of 
our program. The difficulty with the 
humanitarians is that they are inclined 
to be sentimentalists, to be more inter- 
ested in ends than in the means to 
their ends. The hard-headed admin- 
istrator counteracts and balances this 
weakness. He doesn’t usually have 
the intense missionary conviction that 
characterizes the pure humanitarian, 
but he does have an aptitude for mak- 
ing things run that frequently saves 
lofty objectives from failure. The 
humanitarian supplies the drive. The 
administrator manages the drive. 

The psychologists — The contribu- 
tions that the psychologists have made 
to personnel work are so well known 
that I need not dwell upon them. 
They have produced both the scien- 
tific concepts and the techniques 
which make possible the intelligent 
counseling of students. Beginning 
with the work of James McKeen Cat- 
tell in the nineties, they have carried 
on slowly but persistently and have 
produced instruments which all of us 
find indispensable—or which all of us 
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should find indispensable. Because of 
the strides they have made, they have 
been able, in recent years, to bring to- 
gether enough instruments to justify 
their insistence upon the necessity of 
diagnosing the educational and per- 
sonal equipment of students prepara- 
tory to counseling. They are impatient 
of good intentions alone. They want 
to know the scientific facts about a stu- 
dent before trying to help him meet 
his problems. 

Capable scientists in personnel 
work are, alas, rare. We need more 
of them, and just as important, we 
need to understand—all of us—what 
such scientists are about. If personnel 
work ever becomes thoroughly estab- 
lished in higher education, it will be 
because research men and women have 
produced the necessary scientific gen- 
eralizations and instruments. They 
are our major hope for the future. 

They are our major hope, but they 
cannot stand alone. They need to 
be supported by the humanitarians 
among us and also by the administra- 
tors. Perhaps it would be nearer the 
reality of the situation to call all three 
groups major factors in the develop- 
ment of personnel work and to point 
out that each group depends upon the 
other two. We need the glow and 
devotion of the humanitarians, the 
administrative acumen of the admin- 
istrators, and the scientific exactitude 
and professional standards of the sci- 
entists. We cannot meet the challenges 
before us unless all three types and 
groups combine forces. 


Tue PRESENT AND THE FUTURE 


When one discusses the history or 
philosophy of an undertaking he 
ought not only to present interesting 
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facts about the past but also an inter- 
pretation of the needs of the present 
and the hopes for the future. This 
paper has dealt largely with the past. 
I should like to conclude by laying be- 
fore you what seem to me to be the 
two insistent needs of personnel work. 
It seems to me that at present we are 
largely marking time. I see a dwarfed 
future for us unless we set about im- 
mediately to meet these needs. 

The first of these is the profession- 
alization of personnel work. Most of 
us have drifted into the field. Few 
of us have had any real training for 
our jobs. All of us are ignorant of 
large sectors of knowledge which 
should be the equipment of every per- 
sonnel worker. I am convinced that 


we shall never be equal to our oppor- 
tunities, never mind our responsibili- 
ties, until most of us get more training 


ourselves and until all of us insist that 
the new people coming into the pro- 
fession have had the breadth of edu- 
cation that must be the equipment of 
the personnel worker of the future. 

We must do what every important 
group of people in higher education 
has already achieved: we must set up 
professional standards, urge several 
universities to make the attainment 
of such standards possible, and then 
insist that new people in personnel 
work meet them. All of the well- 
established academic groups in higher 
education have long since adopted 
such measures, and I am certain that 
we shall not be recognized as academ- 
ically respectable until we do too. 
More than that, we shall not be able 
to do our jobs properly until our peo- 
ple are carefully trained for this type 
of work. 

Such training must include the hu- 
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manitarian, the administrative, and 
the scientific backgrounds of personnel 
work. We probably shall not be able 
to produce many, if any, men and 
women who are equipped intellectual- 
ly and temperamentally in all three 
directions. By the proper kind of edu- 
cation, however, we can train people 
who are aware of the breadth of the 
field and who are tolerant of the con- 
tributions of the other kinds of people 
doing personnel jobs. At present our 
lack of tolerance is scandalous. We 
not only use different vocabularies, 
but in large institutions one group of 
personnel people is antagonistic to an- 
other group or to all other groups. 
We have a common history and a com- 
mon philosophy, but we do not under- 
stand or appreciate one another. It 
is no wonder that most personnel 
work is no better organized and so 
relatively ineffectual. 

The situation is so serious that we 
must set to work promptly to replace 
discord with harmony, disorder with 
order, and disunity with unity. Pro- 
fessionalization should be our imme- 
diate objective, and we must go 
directly toward that objective. When 
we start, we shall find ourselves sum- 
marily face to face with the second of 
the two insistent needs to which I 
have referred—the achievement of 
unity and solidarity among the na- 
tional organizations of personnel 
workers in higher education. We can- 
not achieve professionalization until 
we all work together toward that goal, 
and we shall never work together so 
long as we are divided into small and 
relatively ineffective groups. We 
need not give up our group identities, 
but the groups must work together 
and present a solid front to intellec- 
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tualists and to administrators who 
control the purse-strings. 

Ten or a dozen different associa- 
tions have been organized among 
personnel workers in higher educa- 
tion: deans of men, deans of women, 
placement officers, vocational coun- 
selors, health officers, union managers, 
directors of admissions (at the mo- 
ment I understand, in the process 
of organizing), religious counselors, 
mental hygienists, and social hygien- 
ists. Despite the existence of these 
associations, literally thousands of 
personnel people belong to no asso- 
ciations and are, therefore, outside the 
current of major developmental 


trends. At least 5000 men and women 
are giving full-time service in student 
personnel jobs, but hardly 2000 are 
members of the organized groups. 


To meet this unfortunate and un- 
happy situation, much has been accom- 
plished during the past few years. 
The organizers of the Council of 
Guidance and Personnel Associations 
started in 1935 to bring together per- 
sonnel people of all varieties into a 
common group. They envisaged the 
cooperation of the personnel people 
in elementary, secondary, and higher 
education working among themselves 
and also in unison with industrial and 
governmental personnel people. It 
was a lofty dream, but alas it has 
turned out to be too lofty, and the 
personnel people in higher education 
are hardly any closer together today 
than they were when the movement 
started. 

To make this categorical statement 
is not to be critical of the objective of 
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the idealists who initiated it. Some 
of them are friends of mine, and I 
respect and I admire them. My only 
contention is that unity cannot be 
achieved in one leap. We must take 
a step at a time, and one of the first 
steps must be to bring about unity in 
the personnel ranks of higher educa- 
tion. When we have accomplished 
that, we can more effectively go about 
unifying personnel work on all levels. 
The question is entirely one of tim- 
ing. We cannot do everything at 
once, but we can do one thing at a 
time, and the insistent requirement of 
the moment—for us in higher educa- 
tion at least—is that we put our own 
house in order before we attempt to 
reorganize the whole street. 

I know there are two sides to this 
question, and I agree that they should 
be discussed thoroughly and medi- 
ated. Fortunately the discussion has 
been under way for two years now, 
and there are happy omens that the 
green light is about to appear. The 
C.G.P.A. will continue to pursue its 
broad objectives, but we in higher 
education also may begin to start to 
organize consultative and cooperative 
unity among ourselves. Personnel 
work will not and cannot progress sub- 
stantially until we become profession- 
alized and we cannot become profes- 
sionalized until we develop a strong, 
unified national organization. 

Our history is a history of a power- 
ful philosophy of unity and whole- 
ness. We never shall be equal to that 
philosophy until we ourselves become 
a unified whole in our devotion to the 
cause of holoism and to its instrument, 
personnel work. 





Minutes 


First Business MEETING 


President Sarah G. Blanding called 
the first business session of the 1940 
convention to order at 2:30 p.m. on 
Wednesday, February 21, in the 
Adam Room and Alcove of the Hotel 
Statler in St. Louis. 

The minutes of the last annual con- 
vention were read and approved. 
Since mimeographed copies of most 
of the committee reports were in the 
hands of the members, Miss Blanding 
called on the chairmen to make only 
brief reports. 

REGIONAL CONTACT COMMITTEE— 
The report presented by Dean M. 
Eunice Hilton was accepted for file, 
but no action was taken on the recom- 
mendations. 

PuBLICITY COMMITTEE—The re- 
port presented by Dean Marguerite 
W. Kehr was accepted. 

SUMMER MEETING—Dean Mabel 
C. Mannix announced informally 
that the summer meeting will be held 
in Milwaukee on July 2 and 3 during 
the N.E.A. meeting, June 30-July 4, 
1940. The emphasis of the program 
will be on the work of the secondary 
school dean. “Social Adjustment” will 
be the theme. In addition to a gen- 
eral presentation, there will be dis- 
cussions on various elements which 
contribute to social adjustment—the 
study hall, the co-curricular activities, 
and orientation. 

RESEARCH COMMITTEE — The re- 
port presented by Dean Hilda Threl- 
keld was accepted for file. 

REVISION OF BY-LAWS COMMITTEE’ 


—Dean Genevieve E. Poole, chair- 


man, presented the proposed by-law 
changes. The revisions follow: 


Section 29—The nominations com- 
mittee, through the medium of the 
October JourNAL, shall request mem- 
bers of the Association to send names 
for each elective office to be filled at 
the annual convention to the chairman 
of the nominations committee before 
December 1. From these suggested 
names and such as may be added by 
the nominations committee, the com- 
mittee shall prepare a slate of one 
candidate for each office to be filled. 
This slate shall be sent to the members 
of the Association at least 15 days be- 
fore the annual convention. This 
committee also shall serve as a com- 
mittee on committees and it shall be 
its duty to recommend to the execu- 
tive board any names from which the 
executive board may appoint the 
members of all standing committees. 


Section 30—The program commit- 
tee shall consist of an annual conven- 
tion program committee and a summer 
meeting program committee. The 
president shall appoint the annual 
convention program committee chair- 
man, who, together with the chair- 
men of the Sections, shall prepare the 
program for the annual meeting. The 
summer meeting program committee, 
which shall be appointed by the presi- 
dent, shall prepare the program for 
the meeting. Appointments shall be 
for one year. At the summer meet- 
ings emphasis shall be placed upon 
the work of the high school dean.

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Section 31 was tabled for further 
study. 

Section 34 — The regional contact 
committee, with the vice president of 
the Association as chairman, shall be 
composed of a representative from 
each of the regions established by the 
executive board. It shall be supple- 
mented by a sub-committee for each 
region composed where possible of 
the state association president of each 
state in the region, with the regional 
representative serving as chairman. A 
state president shall serve by virtue 
of her presidency, if she is a member 
of the National Association. In cases 
where she is not a member and in 
other states, a dean shall be named by 
the president to serve on the regional 
sub-committee. The aim of this com- 
mittee shall be to make and execute 
plans which shall coordinate the city, 
state and regional organizations with 
the national both as to membership 
and program. 

Section 37—The headquarters con- 
sultant, appointed by the executive 
board, shall work in conjunction with 
the president and the executive secre- 
tary in regard to the work at head- 
quarters. 

Section 38—Committees shall not 
exceed their budget allotments in any 
year. All bills to be charged to the 
budget allotments must be presented 
before May 31, the close of the fiscal 
year. Committee chairmen shall be 
notified of their budget allowances at 
the beginning of a new fiscal year. 

Section 41 — The organization of 
regional, state, and city associations of 
deans, counselors, and advisers shall 
be aided by the Association wherever 
need arises. 
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The report of the committee as it 
was amended in convention assembled 
was accepted. 

Wortp CENTER FOR Women’s 
Arcuives—The report presented by 
Dean Dorothy Stimson, representa- 
tive, was accepted. 

American YoutH ConcREss— 
Dean Kehr presented the report as 
representative on the National Assem- 
bly of the Congress and Miss Mary A. 
Johnson presented the report as rep- 
resentative for the Resident Board up 
until it was dissolved in July, 1939. 
Both reports were accepted.

SEconD Business MEETING 


President Sarah G. Blanding called 
the business session to order at 9:30 
a.m., on Friday, February 23, 1940, 
in the Ballroom of the Hotel Statler 
in St. Louis. 


Pustications—The editor of the 
Journat, Miss Ruth Strang, reported 
for the editorial board.

PLACEMENT EXCHANGE 


This committee, appointed to con- 
sider the desirability and possibility 
of a placement service which might 
be handled by the Association, sent 
questionnaires on January 25 to all 
members, and received replies from 
211 prior to February 13. Of these, 
160 favor the establishment of such a 
service if it could be financed. Thirty- 
one prefer that the Association ap- 
proach some commercial agency in 
regard to special arrangements for 
deans’ placement, and 12 that some 
other method be used. The suggestion 
that there be a convention clearing 
house met with opposition. 

The Music Teachers Placement 
Service is a privately owned teachers’ 
agency, and functions as do teachers’ 
agencies in general—with a $2.00 
registration fee and a placement com- 
mission of 5% of the salary for the 
first year. It has an agency on edu- 
cational placement and receives calls 
for deans of women. Mr. Maier, 
the director, would be willing to assist 
us or to place activities in the hands 
of his assistant, Miss Gertrude Rainey. 
It would not be necessary to follow 
the usual registration and commission 
fee plan but some other arrangement 
could be proposed if we so desire.

REGIONAL CONTACT 


Presenting material about the Na- 
tional Association at state or regional 
meetings, sending national materials 
to mailing lists of deans and advisers 
in 4 states, and reaching 550 school 
superintendents in 30 states through 
the correspondence of sub-committee 
members are among the many activ- 
ities reported by the committee. 

Their work included also interpret- 
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ing the national organization to mem- 
bers and non-members on every pos- 
sible occasion, securing lists of poten- 
tial members through sub-committee 
members, emphasizing the work of 
high school deans and attending their 
meetings whenever possible; as well 
as informing headquarters about any 
services that could be rendered to 
deans in regions. 

Other activities of the committee 
were concerned with interpreting the 
National Education Association to 
N.A.D.W. members and urging 
membership in it; cooperating with 
the publicity committee of the Na- 
tional Association; securing or pro- 
viding speakers for various meetings; 
visiting group meetings other than re- 
gional ones; serving, at the request 
of the National Association, as ex of- 
ficio members of the boards of the 
state organization of deans and ad- 
visers. 

Special mention should be made of 
the work of Elsie Clement Davies in 
Vermont. Miss Davies has retired 
from active work in our profession but 
has spent a great deal of volunteer 
time in working toward a state organ- 
ization of deans in Vermont.

RESEARCH 


Again this year, the research com- 
mittee prepared the selected bibliog- 
raphy for deans which appeared in 


NationaL Association oF Deans oF WoMEN 


the January Journa. It becomes in- 
creasingly clear that the Association 
should undertake to furnish for its 
members, for college and high school 
administrators, for women making 
vocational decisions to enter various 
areas of the field, and for other inter- 
ested persons, more specialized and 
timely information than can be pro- 
cured from other sources. The pub- 
lication, in 1938, of the pamphlets 
outlining the duties and qualifications 
of the dean of girls in high school and 
the dean of women in institutions of 
higher learning stimulated the de- 
mand for similar material in other 
areas. Accordingly, the research com- 
mittee has sponsored this past year 
the publication of another pamphlet 
summarizing information about the 
head resident on college and univer- 
sity campuses. Special interest has 
been expressed in orientation, in both 
secondary school and college; group 
guidance at the secondary level; ad- 
missions trends; and salary informa- 
tion, particularly for secondary school 
deans.
